It would be a coun-

ligation of that article having been 
destroyed by the Lodge reservation, 
adopted yesterday, the senate lead- 
ers now undertake to give notice 
to the world of how far this nation 
will go toward interference in for- 
eign wars 

Sentiment of Senate. 

This definition of policy, expressed 
in a new reservation to the treaty 
of Versailles, would announce to the 
nations of Europe the sentiment of 
the senate with regard to the aims 
and purposes which President Wil- 


‘son set out to accomplish in Article 


10 of the league of nations. 

The republican program falls far 
short of the obligations embodied 
in Article 19, As presented to the 
senate by Senator Irvine L. Lenroot, 
of Wisconsin, leader of the mild 
reservation republicans, the reser- 
vation would be a simple statement 
that the United States would view 
“with grave concern” acts of ag- 
gression by one nation or a concert 
of powers. It would not commit the 
United States to any course of ac- 
It would not, as Article 190 
automatically plunge the 
United States into such a conflict. 


Congress would be left free for what- | 


ever action, if any, it elected to 
take. By this reservation, the re- 
publican leaders undertke to meet 
the most effective criticism ed 
against them by the _ pré4sident. 
They propose a substitute for Arti- 
cle 10. The Lodge reservation de- 
stroys the obligation in that article. 
Their new reservation, impairing in 
no way the strength of the Lodge 
reservation, proposes a constructive 
program of treaty action, of promise 
for the future. 
Text of Reservation. 

The new reservation was offered 
by Senator denroot, of Wisconsin. 
It follows: 

“Tt shall be the declared policy of 
this government that the freedom 


“and peace of Europe being again 


threatened by any power or combi- 
nation of powers, the United States 
will regard such a situation with 
grave concern, and will consider 
what, if any, action it will take in 


‘the premises.” 


This reservation takes its inspira- 
tion from Senator Knox, of Pennsyl- 
vania. He proposed such a foreign 
policy for the United States as a 
substitute for the league of nations. 
The proposal was submitted, 


tana, as an amendment to the Lodge 
reservation on Article 10. It was 
rejected by a vote of 34 to 44, the 
republicans opposing it, after Mr. 
Knox had stated it had no place in 
ine league of nations covenant. 

As presented, it is a substitute for 
the obligation of Article 10, and a 
eounter proposal for the Anglo- 
Franco-American alliance, which the 
president signed at Versailles as an 
assurance to Premier Clemenceau 
and the French people that in the 
event France were attacked before 
.the league of nations became opera- 
tive, Great Britain and the United 
States would aid in her defense.

Not many democrats had had an 
opportunity tonight to study the 
new republican proposal, and it 
was uncertain how much support it 
would command from that side of 
the chamber.

BETTER STREETS 
URGED FOR Gil 


Improvements in School 
System of Atlanta One 
of Her Greatest Needs, 


Say Speakers at Cham-| 


ber Meeting. 


Improvement of school systems, 
better and more paved streets and 
thoroughfares, and the need for 
some new form of city government 
were the chief features brought out 
in the discussion of Atlanta’s future 
Tuesday afternoon at the second 
of the group meetings of the At- 
lanta Chamber of Commerce. 

The meeting was presided over by 
Charles D. Atkinson, who opened 
the session by the statement that 
the chamber of commerce could do 
nothing for the good of Atlanta un- 
til all the members gave their will- 
ing and entire co-operation to the 
projects which were suggested for 
Atlanta’s civic and commercial ad- 
vancement. 

The suggestion was made at the 
meeting that the reason bond issues 
of large size had failed to be pass- 
ed by the citizens of Atlanta in 
the past was that there was no 
confidence in the “present archaic 
system of government which ex- 
isted,” and that these big issues 
for schools, streets and other need- 
ed improvements could not be ob- 
tained until the city.’s charter had 
been remodeled to fit its needs. 

What Atlanta Needs. 

Paul Etheridge, 
commissioners of Fulton county, 
said that a great outstanding need 
of the city of Atlanta was closer 
attention to the condition of Atlan- 
ta’s streets and the opening of 
cross-town thoroughfares to relieve 
the congestion which now exists. 

Mr. Etheridge said that if the At- 
lanta Chamber of Commerce would 
petition the city of Atlanta and the 
county of Fulton for the paving of 
Courtland street, that he was prac- 
tically willing to guarantee that 
it would meet with such favor as 
to insure its passage. 

Thomas S. Harper said that a 
great need in Atlanta was atten- 
fidence of the public was repeated 
unsightly prortions of the city and 
simplification of travel about town 
by visitors in the putting up of 
street markers. 

The suggestion was also offered 
that Peachtree and Whitehall 
streets be widened and that street 
cars be kept away from Five Points 
and other points of’ present congés- 
tion in the city’s street traffic.

Sensational Developments 
Promised at Harden Trial

Sensational developments may 
come to light in conection with the 
prosecution by the government of 
John Henry Harden, Cherokee 
county distiller, who is being held 
under bond of $3,000 on a charge of 
attempting to bribe Federal Prohi- 
bition Agent Dixon, acoording 
to~- Attorney Herbert Clay, of 
Marietta, who has been retained by 
Harden as counsel. 

Mr. Clay said Tuesday night that 
Harden expects to be released to- 
day, as he has madé arrangements 
for making bond. Although Mr. 
Clay would not venture any infor- 
mation as to what developments 
may prove sensational, he declared 
that when the proper time for trial 
came his client would provide an 
ample defense. 

Harden had been arrested and when

Washington, March 16.—Germany

Federal Charges 
When Term Ends 


Use of the Mails to De- 


fraud Alleged by Gov-| 


‘ernment in Sensational |

Sisters. 


Charging use of mails to defraud. | 
a federal warrant for the rearrest| 
of Mrs. Ida Mae Innis, wife of Vic- 
tor E. Innes, and with him principal 
defendants in the sensational case 
of the disappearance of the two 
Nelms’- sisters several years ago, 
will be served upon Mrs. Innes upon 
the expiration of her three-year 
term at the state farm in Milledge- 
ville on next Tuesday, March 23, 

The warrant for Mrs. Innes’ arrest 
is issued for a Violation of section 
215 of the penal code, which relates 
to misuse of the mails, and will be 
served as soon as she is released 
on next Tuesday. Claude Bond, 
United States marshal, says that 
immediately after her arrest, Mrs. 
Innes will face a preliminary hear- 
ing before a United States commis- 
sioner, This hearing will probably 
fix a bond for Mrs. Innes’ appear- 
ance in the federal court when her 
case is called. In the evént she does 
not make the bond, she will be 
brought to Atlanta and will be 
lodged either in the Fulton county 
Tower or the federal prison until 
her trial comes up. 

Victor E, Innes, the husband, was 
convicted with his wife on the 
charge of larceny after trust, and 
was given the maximum penalty, 
which is seven years. Innes is now 
serving his sentence, in the Oakland 
convict camp. Mrs. Innes was, sen- 
tenced to three years for her alleged 
complicity, her sentence ending on 
March 23,

Sensational Case. 

The case, at the time when 
was almost continually before the 
public, several years ago, was the 
most sensational of the decade, and 
presented many features of absorb- 
ing interest. 

Innes is alleged to have lived in 
Atlanta with his wife, who posed 
as a maiden aunt, and during the 
time he became acquainted with 
Mrs. Lois Nelms-Dennis, one of the 
sisters. Mrs. Dennis Was apparently 
wildly infatuated with Innes, and 
when she went west for the purpose 
of securing a divorce, Innes repre- 
sented her as counsel. 

The state charged that under one 
pretext or another, Innes’ secured 
money from Mrs. Dennis amounting, 
in all, to about $12,000, which he 
represented to her as being used in 
investments for farm land in several 
western states andin Mexico. This 
property, it was alleged, was never 
located by agents sent from the 
Fulton prosecution attorney ’s office. 
(At that time, Governor Hugh Dor- 
sey was solicitor.) 

In a letter which he wrote to 
the Prudential Life Insurance com-| 
pany, at the request of Mrs. J. W. 
Nelms, the mother of the girls, Gov- 
ernor Dorsey explained the entire 
case of the state as it stood at the 
time of its trial. 

The governor's letter says that 
Innes came to Georgia and famil- 
jarized himself with Mrs. Dennis’ 
financial standing. After he had 
drawn money from her for a period

It is under- 
stood that a great majority of the 
railways of the county have quali- 
fied, and thus will be assured of 
government support until August 
31, but the Southern has decided 
it alone and will depend on 
the business to be found in its ter- 


ritory and the resourcefulness of 
its organization to produce results 
which will equal or surpass the 
government guarantee. 

Atlanta officials of the Southern 
state that this deeision was reached 
with the full realization that, with 
the present level of rates and ex- 
penses, it will be necessary to se- 
cure substantial increases in busi- 
ness, but that President Harrison 
is confident of the ability of the 
southern territory to furnish the 
increased business and of the abil- 
ity of the organization of. the South-

The Hotel Adlon made heroic 
efforts to provide food for the 
American, British and French mis- 
sions and newspaper correspond- 
etns, but it gave up the task at 
10 o’clock this ‘morning when the 
last of the kitchen force walked 
out, leaving foretgners to shift for 
themselves. It was a common speéec- 
tacle subsequently to see frock- 
coated diplomatists returning to the 
hotel from foraging expeditions 
earrving brown paper parcels, food- 
stuffs, ofl stoves and other neces- 
sities. 

Guests cf the notel, warned that 
the water would be shut off at noon, 
filled the bath tubs and wash- 
stands, but defective stoppers grad- 
ually let out the precious fluid and 
the guests thereafter had to rely 
on wines and table water.

KIEL BOMBARDED;

London, March 16.—Four hundred 
reported to have been 
killed and many persons wounded 
in a bombardment of Kiel by the 
German cruiser Eckernfoerde, says 
a Central News dispatch from Co- 
penhagen, quoting the Ekstra- 
bladet’s correspondent.

Simonds Says Prussian 
Junkers Must Be Crush- 
ed or Great War Will 
Have Been in Vain.—Al- 
lies Urged to Use Force 
Against Germany. 


By Frank H. Simonds. 

New York, March 16,.—(Special.) 
Recent events in. Berlin supply the 
final demonstration of the conse- 
quences of a full year of allied in- 
coherence, weakness and blindness. 
A’ little more than a century ago 


Napoleon from Elba saw the Vien- 
na congress degenerate into a group 
of quarreling nations, saw the unity 
which had brought ruin to his 
schemes disappear, saw the restored 
bourbon monarchy lose all respect 
at home and -become contemptible 
abroad. Seeing these things Na- 
poleon returned to France. 

Uphappily for the great emperor, 
his return came too soon. Had he 
waited a few months more not im- 
possibly he would have found no 
real obstacle in his pathway and he 
might even have obtained allies 
from the ranks of his enemies. 

Today the first question one must 
ask is whether the German 
action has come too soon. is 
not a case of the return of an em- 
peror. The old system, not the old 
figurehead, has reasstrted control, 
So far the situation in March, 1920, 
differs radically from that of the 
Napoleonic era. But on al]l other 
sides the parallel is gtriking. The 
Ebert government is as unpopular 
as was that of Louis XVIII. It has 
been equally impotent in the face of 
foreign policies, which must seem 
to the German, until very recently 
master of Europe, aggressions and 
intollerable abuses. It has failed to 
restore prosperity at home and to 
enforce respect abroad. It has been 
unable to transform the defeat of 
the “old gang” into a victory, by 
its peace negotiations with the 
allies. 

Single Hope Exists. 

A single hope now exists for the 
non-Prussian world, it may be that, 
like Napoleon, the junkers have 
Struck too soon, It may be that 
the return of militaristic control in 


Germany will serve to restore the 
alliance which has disintegrated in 


recent months. It may be that the 
British and American leaders, per- 
ceiving that they were wrong, and 
the French right, in their estimate 
of the European situation, will now 
take the steps necessary to break 
the German menace once for all. 
But every American must recog- 
nize that the victory of 1918 is now 
placed in utmost jeopardy. The men 
who today control Germany are 
the men who made the war. They 
are the exponents of that policy of 
ruthlessness expressed in the sub- 
marine campaign and jin the inva- 
sion of Belgium. Unless they are 


decisively beaten, unless” their 
control of Germany is broken, then, 
in fact, the allied nations will have 
‘broken faith with their own dead 
and their soldiers will have died in 
Vain. 

A vigorous pdlicy on the Rhine 
can restore the situation. A prompt 
demonstration that the allies stand 
together still on the issue of Prus- 
Sianism may give courage to the 
anti-junker element in Germany. 

A defeat fo rthe junkers may 
prove as disastrous to their cause 
in Germany as Waterloo was to 
that of Napoleon. Only success can 
justify the “old gang,” who will 
hereafter bear the responsibility for 
the loss of the world war, unless 
there is reversal of the decision of 
that struggle. now. But if the 
British, the French, the Italians and 
the Americans remain divided, if 
questions of policy, mistaken hu- 
manitarianism,.confusions of pur- 
pose, continue, then the German 
will Of a certainty accept their old 
masters with the familiar Teuton 
docility; then resistance to the 
terms of the treaty of Versailles 
will be inevitable and an alliance 
between Russia and Germany only 
one of the many evil probabilities. 

French Position Called Correct. 

The explanation of French mili- 
tarism is now disclosed in the fact 
that the French estimacrce of the 
German situation was correct and 
the French demand for the main- 
tenance .of the Rhine barrier, 
based upon an accurate appraisal 
of future probabilities, not less jus- 
tified is the French view of the 
Polish situation. On the ‘French 
and on the Poles will now devolve 
the main burden of regaining the 
ground lost by British and Ameri- 
can mistakes in recent months. Re- 
sponsibility for the present affair 
must be equally shared by 
Americans and by the British, who 
have refused to recognize the truth 
as it existed, sought selfish ends of 
their own, closed their eyes to un- 
palatable facts, contributed to dam- 
age the prestige of the whole alli- 
ance, and make difficult the posi- 
tion of France, face to face with

But having the weapons in our 
hands, it remains necessary that 
we should display the courage to 
employ these weapons. If the poi- 
son which has been generally 
poured forth in recent months—the 
effort to justify Germany and to 


the German Junkers 
believe, then allied policy will be 
incapable of action. We shall be 
back in the days of 1914, with the 
terrible sacrifices and magnificent 
victories of the war gone for noth- 
ing. But firmness will strike at 
the single real asset of the Junkers. 
If the German people have turned 
to them, now, it is not with any de- 
sire to fight a new war, but because 
they have been convinced that al- 
lied impotence will surrender, once 
Germany speaks in the old tones 
and through the old leadership. To 
demonstrate the fallacy of this as- 
sumption must be the first purpose 
of the allied nations. Not alone 
their own safety, but the possibil- 
itv-of a democratic and _ peaceful 
Germany depend on what is done in 
the next few days. 

A century ago the allies, at the 
critical hour when Napoleon re- 
turned from Elba, announced that 
they would not deal with the em- 
peror. Not only did they announce 
this. but reordering their divided 
ranks, they set their armies in mo- 
tion and the end was Waterloo, 
which was the graveyard of all the 
Napoleonic hopes and the end of all 
the faith of the French nation in 
Napoleon himself. When the Ger- 
man people discover that the return 
of the junkers means, not a reduc- 
tion of the peace terms and the 
restoration of Germany to her old 
position, to her old place in the 
sun, they will be as little ready to 
rise enmasse as were the French, 
after Waterloo. 

Allied Victory in Question. 


If the consequence of the pres- 
ent revolution is the further dis- 
crediting of the Ludendorffs and 
their kind, if the German people 
recognize one for all that such lead- 
ership means only new evasion, new 
gacrifices, new privations, then, and 
then alone, will peace of the world 
will be assured by the fact that 
the German dream like the Napo- 
leonic, will be abolished. . But to- 
day all the countries which fought 
against Germany must recognize 
that their victory was indecisive 


successful as

He has struck at 
a promising moment. The disarray 
of the allied forces at least war- 
rants a hope that he may regain 
all that was lost and that the world 
may lose all that was won in the 
four years of terrible war.

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JOHNSON CORRALS 
NORTH DAKOTA VOTE 


California Senator Not Op- 
posed in G. O. P. Primaries. 
No Democratic Contes. 


By Mark Sallivan. 

Fargo, N. D., March 16.—( Special.) 
Senator Johnson carried the repub- 
_ lican presidential primaries here to- 
day, without opposition. He would 


have carried them if there nad been 
, Opposition. North Dakota is a 
Johnson state. 

All politics here is judged accord- 
ing to the local classification, into 
progressive and reactionary, with 
_ the progressives decidedly in power. 
North Dakota voters still think of 
' Johnson as the man who drove the 
railroads out of power in Califor- 
nia. That was ten years ago, but 
no intervening time has disturbed 
What still remains the main issue 
in North Dakota—namely, the farm- 
€rg against big business. 

The republican party for the most 
part is in the hands of the non- 
partisan league. The league has 
thirty-seven out of the fifty-two 
members of the republican. state 
central committee and the vice 
president of the league is the state 
chairman of the republican party. 

Old IAne G. O. P. Split. 

This condition is violently  dis- 
agreeabie to old-line republicans. 
But whatever chance these old-line 
republicans may have had this year 
to regain control of the party was 
lost by dividing into two factions. 
One faction tied up with General 
Wood, and induced his managers to 
file his name in the _ presidential 
primaries here. Then another fac- 
tion sent a request to all of the re- 
publican candidates for the presi- 
dency to remain Out of the state in 
the interests of a _ united fight 
against the nonpartisan league. 
Thereupon General Wood withdrew 
his name, but Senator Johnson re- 
fused to do so0. Senator Johnson 
replied tartly that since the people 
of North Dakota had adopted a 
presidential primary law he would 
insist upon a “decision from all the 
people.” 

Then when Senator Johnson came 
into the state to campaign the lead- 
ers of the nonpartisan league 
sought to adopt him as their can- 
didate, but Johnson managed to 
pilot himself. He steered clear of 
the order which would have come 
to him from regular republicans if 
he had identified himself with the 
nonpartisan league, by making it 
clear in his speeches here that he 
is opposed to “socialism and social- 
ized industry.” and by snubbing the 
leaders of the league. When an of- 
ficial league reception committee 
went to the train to meet him, Sen- 
ator Johnson replied that his local 
manager had made all plans for his 
reception. 

No Democratic Contest. 

On the democratic side there was 
no presidential contest, because 
none of the democratic candidates 
was entered. There was a contest 
for delegates to the democratic na- 
tional convention but that was 
merely another local fight between 
the two factions that are universal 
here, progerssives and reactionaries. 
The truth is, North Dakota is too 
preoccupied with its intense local 
factionalism to take much interest 
in national candidates or national 
issues. . 

Senator Johnson fits the temper 
of the state in two respects: First, 
because the sta’

second, because he is opposed to the 
league of nations. 

Although Senator Johnson won 
the presidential primary and there- 
by gets the votes of the ten North 
Dakota delegates in the national 
convention, it is believed many in- 
dividual delegates who may be 
elected by the nonpartisan league as 
against old-line republicans will be 
‘contested. before the . credentials 
committee at the convention, It is 
widely suspected here that the old- 
line republicans have an under- 
standing with the republican na- 
tional committee to that effect. 

If such a contest should be made, 
it may afford some excitemert at 
the convention in June.

Follows Knox Declaration. 


The new reservation follows the 
general outline of a declaration 
which was contained in a resolu- 
tion introduced several months ago 
by Senator Knox, republican, Penn- 
sylvania, and never acted on by the 
senate. Those who support it de- 
clare that while it would leave the 
United States free from any defi- 
nite promise to intervene in Euro- 
pean affairs, it also would give evi- 
dence of the nation’s vital interest 
in any future war, such as the one 
just closed. 

The words, “grave concern,” one 
senator pointed out, usually carry 
deep significance in diplomatic 
usage and frequen:-ly have been em- 
ployed to describe an attitude con- 
templating possible action. Sup- 
porters of the reservation declare 
that in its moral effect such a 
declaration would be a powerful 
deterrent should any nation again 
purpose to despoil Europe as Ger- 
many- did. 

It is expected that it also will be 
argued that the reservation would 
lend immediate moral\ support to 
the struggling’ new nations of 
Europe, and would be reassuring to 
France, whose defensive treaty with 
this country still awaits ratifica- 
tion here and faces a bitter fight 
if it is called up for action. 

Debate May Begin Today. 


Debate on the proposal may begin 
tomorrow, though the leaders 
thought it more likely to go over 
until senators had been given an 
opportunity to study it. About a 
dozen other reservations presented 
by individual senators remain to be 
disposed of, and one of them, relat- 
ing to the Egyptian protectorate, 
has been before the senate for more 
than a full day’s session. 

It was in connection 
reservation, presented 
Owen, democrat, Oklahoma, 
today’s revival of debate on 
Irish problem was precipitated. 

Republican and democratic lead- 
ers alike had hoped fer an agree- 
ment tOday to vote not later’ than 
Friday on ratification, but they 
withheld any such request in view 
of the unexpected time taken up 
by the Owen reservation, An agree- 
‘ment may be secured tomorrow. 


Irelnnd te the Front. 

“St. Patrick’s Day in th’ 
inspirted the senate today to a new 
effort to obtain recognition of the 
Irish nationalist aspirations in the 
American reservations to the treaty 
of- Versailles. Senators spent sev- 
eral hours “a wearin’ o’ th’ green,” 
but. with all their blarney about the 
emerald isle, her gallant sons and 
fair colleens, the sweet music of 
her poets and the justice of her 
cause, indications pointed to rejec- 
tion of the reservation tomorrow— 
March 17— an inauspicious day for 
such a vote. 

Senator William FE. Borah, of 
Tdaho, author of the resolution 
through which the senate petitioned 
the peace conference to hear the 
claims of Treland, said @ reserva- 
tion declaring for the self-determi- 
nation of subject peoples “has no 
place in this treaty, it would be an 
incogg@ruity.” President Wilson 
was charged with beving yielded to 
the imperialism of the dominant 
powers and abandoned his principle 
of self-determination, Senator David 
I. Walsh, democrat, of Massachu- 
setts, whose parents came from 
Erin in steerage, declared the pres- 
ident had brought from Versailles 
a treaty presumed to end all war, 
vet depriving subject races of pow- 
er of gaining independence through 
peaceful methods, compelling resort 
to force. , 

Debate Regan Over Egypt. 

The debate began over Egypt. 
Senator Robert L. Owen, of Okla- 
homa, proposed a reservation ex- 
pressing the view of the senate that 
the British protectorate over Egypt 
was & war measure, ending with 
the war. After Mr. Owen and Sen- 
ator James A, Reed, of Missouri, 
had discussed the Egyptians, the 
discussion shifted to Ireland. and 
Korea, due to amendments proposed 
to the Owen reservation. Senator 
John K. Shields, of Tennessee, de- 
sired that Great Britain recognize 
the “existence and political jnde- 
pendence of the republic of Jre- 
land,” and her admission to full 
membership in the feague of na- 
tions.

WaShington, March 16.—Another 
subcommittee of the seelct house 


committee on war expenditures is 
about to bring in a report in anoth- 
er effort to make capital for the 
approaching national political cam- 
paign. 

The opportunity of the Frear 
subcommittee on aircraft having 
been made public, printed and cir- 
culated throughout the country at 
government expense, although it 
failed to make a single recommen- 
dation or suggest any action of any 
sort, has served jits purpose and 
now the Graham subcommittee on 
ordnance will bring in its report 
in the next week or two. 

As the Frear committee sought 
to make a target out of John D. 
Ryan, former assistant secretary of 
war and director of aircraft, em- 
ploying only insinuation and innu- 
endo in an attempt to reflect upon 
his patriotic service, the Graham 
committee has selected Bernard M. 
Baruch, chairman of the war in- 
dustries board, as the object of its 
political malice, and will strive to 
open the way for criticism of the 
president for Mr. Baruch’s appoint- 
ment, 


Are After Baruch. 


Many of the charges of extrava- 
gance, wasteful methods, discrim- 
inatory practices, etc., the commit- 
tee majority will talk about, it 
will attempt to trace back to the 
war industries board, particularly 
in the ‘construction of emergency 
war industry plants. In its efforts 
to “get something on” Mr. Baruch, 
Mr. Graham’s committee summoned 
him twice. Mr. Baruch accepted 
responsibility for the work of the 
board, and showed pride in its ac- 
complishments and the way in 
which they had been achieved. 

The majority members of the sub- 
committee clearly indicated, upon 
the last appearance of'Mr. Baruch, 
their purpose to attempt to fix re- 
sponsibility upon him for a great 
many war activities, and indeed 
indicated that they would say that 
he was -wesponsible for several] leg- 
islative enactments which congress 
had written. Among other things, 
they inquired if ,he was responsi- 
ble for the daylight savings law, 
the prohibition amendment, price 
fixing and appointment of Herbert 
©. Hoover as food administrator, 
and other things. Of Mr. Hoover’s 
selection, Mr. Baruch said that he 
did not recommend Mr. Hoover to 
the president, but regretted he 
could not claim credit for so doing. 


To Use in Campaign, 


Regardless of what patriotic 
service Mr. Baruch and those as- 
sociated with him may have ren- 
dered the country, the majority re- 
port will attack them, because the 
republican “steering committee’ 
has ordered these investigating 
committees to bring in their re- 


ports and to have therein something 


on which to hang charges to be 
used in the -approaching presiden- 
tial campaign. 


The committee minority report 


will be made by Representative 
Finis J. Garrett, democrat of Ten- 
nessee. Incidentally, this is the 
subcommittee whdse majority mem- 
bers recently went ahead with 
hearings while Mr. Garrett was 
absent on official business, in di- 
rect violation of a pledge given 
to Mr. Garrett. It thus gave the 
minority member no opportunity to 
examine witnesses and gave the 
majority members opportunity to 
put in The Record just such mat- 
ters as they wished.

“There has appeared here a man 
of strange virtue,” Publius Lentulus 
wrote. “His disciples call him ‘The 


Son of God.’ He cures the sick and 
raises the dead to life. He isa very 
handsome man and worthy of all 
our attention. His hair is blond and 
covers his shoulders in separate 
curls and is parted in the middle, 
after the fashion of the people of 
Nazareth. His forehead is smooth 
and serene, without marks or wrin- 
kles; his countenance is pink; his 
nose is well formed; his beard, of 
the same color as his hair,*is parted 
in the middle. 

‘In his gaze is an expression of 
wisdom and of openness; his eyes 
are blue, but shine terribly when he 
reproves people; but in conversa- 
tion they are amiable. His observa- 
tions are expressed with liveliness, 
although he always remains calm. 
Nobody has ever seen him laugh; 
but he often weeps. Of a_ good 
height and straight figure he has 
very beautiful hands and arms. His 
manner of speaking is serious. He 
speaks but little, and is modest. In 
short, he is as handsome as a man 
may be. They call him Jesus, the 
Son of Mary.” 

Expert antiquarians and students 
of Mistory pronounce the letters of 
Publius Lentulus to be entirely gen- 


uine. For centuries they were for- 
gotten save by students of Latin 
and ancient Rome, The advent of 
Christmas brought the letter quot- 
ed to the mind of an old professor 
here. He translated it into modern 
Italian and sent it to some of his 
learned friends as a historical cu- 
riosity. It seems to verify the be- 
lief that the Savior had a fair com- 
plexion and light hair, as many old 
artists depicted him.

Training College 
To Be Opened Soon 
For Salvation Army 


Brigadier A. W. Crawford, com- 
manger of the soutbern department 
of the Salvataion Army, announ«eed 
Tuesday that the Salvation Army 
will open in New York April 1 a 
training college for the purpose of 
training men and .women for work 
throughout the United States in 
Slum settlements, industrial homes, 
maternity hospitals, nurseries and 
hotels for working men and women. 

The organization now is recruit- 
ing 500 men and women for work 
of this character and the candi- 
dates volunteering for service will 
be trained in the new college, the 
only one of its kind east of Chi- 
cago. The studies will include re- 
ligious training, firs taid, hygiene, 
social duties and domestic science. 

While attending the college, ac- 
cording to Brigadier Chawford, the 
candidates for commissions in the 
Salvation Army will receive no pay. 
After serving two years they get 
$14 per week. The college will be 
located in the three-story structure 
built by Henry H. Rogers in 1910 
for the Messias Home for Chil- 
dren. a

All were nearly exhausted when 
anded into a lifeboat of the Limon.

The Yungai. formerly the Ameri- 
ean steamer Saranac, sprang a leak 
Thursday when two days out of 
New York. -A gale set in, distress 
calls were sounded, and the Limon 
soon responded. 

Those aboard the sinkine steam- 
er, even then with decks awash. 
watched desnairingly several un- 
successful efforts of a lifeboat to 
reach their ship. At length the | 
boat was brought to a position 109: 
yards away and across the stretch 
of tossing water the Yungai sent 
a lime, which, secured by the boat’s 
crew, became the means of rescue.

Outbreak Occurs in Boliv- 
ian Capital — Relations 
Between Peru and Bo- 
livia Long Strained. 


Lima, Peru, March 16.—The Pe- 
ruvian legation at La Pdz, the Bo- 
livian capital, was attacked last 
night by a mob of a thousand men, 
accoftding to official advices receiv- 
ed this afternoon by the Peruvian 
foreign office. The Peruvian con- 
sulate and private residences of 
Peruvians were also attacked, 
) dispatches declare. 

The covernment shields on the 
official building were torn down 
and windows were broken. 

The Peruvian minister and the 
consul, with their families, were 
at the theater when the outbreak 
occurred. They were escorted to 
their residences by the Amertfcan 
minister and the British charge, the 
message adds. 

The American charge d'affaires at 
Lima held a long conference to- 
day with Foreign Minister Porras 
and officials of the Peruvian for- 
eign office. Foreign Minister Por- 
ras was expected to appear before 
congress and make a full statement 
regarding the situation. 


Feeling between Peru and Bolivia 
has been running high of late be- 
cause of a sharp revival of the ques- 
tion of a sea outlet for Bolivia in 
the former Peruvian province of Ari- 
ca, one of the two provinces taken 
over by Chile as the result of the 
war of 1879-83.

ARE OFFERED NAVY 


But 5,000,000 Barrels Are 
Needed at East Coast 
Ports Alone.

Washington, March 16.—The gov- 

ernment’s position as regards e! 


oil reached ‘a crisis today when the 
navy department received bids on 
only 660,000 barrels, of five million 
barrels that will be needed at east 
coast ports alone and those at a 
price more than 250 per cent above 
the present contract price of 8&3 
cents. 

The situation created, which af- 
fects not only the navy department, 
but the shipping board, war depart- 
ment and interior department as 
well, renewed the suggestion today 
that the government would ?ither 
commandéer the oil needed sub- 
ject to an adjudication of the price 
or that President Wilson through 
his powers under the fuel adminis- 
tration would declare an embargo 
on the export of oil and thereby in- 
sure a sufficient supply for domes- 
tic needs at a reasonable price be- 
fore foreign requirements could be 
filled. : 

The government at the present 
time has an unfilled need of more 
than 31,000,000 barrels of oil. The 
shipping board which has estimated 
its needs for the coming year at 
27,000,.000 barrels, has been able to 
get bids for only 1,000,000 barrels 
and these at a price ranging from 
The oil which was offered 
the navy department today was 
600,000 barrels by the Texas Oil 
company at $4.20 a barrel and 60,000 
by the Standard Oil company at $3.65 
a barrel. 

Demand Is Great. 

The situation which is said to con- 
front the oil producers of the Unit- 
ed States is that the demand for 
fuel oil in this country is far larg- 
er than the supply and consequently 
they are unwilling to bid for the 
government contracts, which are 
not near as. profitable as  pri- 
vate business. Production in the 
Rumanian fields and the Russian 
Baku district has not been resumed 
on anything approaching pre-war 
capacity and foreign orders are pil- 
ing up daily at a price that the 
American. oil interests can hardly 
refuse. 

Efforts to reach an agreement 
with the American producers al- 
ready have resulted in a series of 
inter-departmental conferences and 
a decision to make a _ world-wide 
survey of existing Oil supplies in 
order to determine the districts 
from which further fuel might be 
obtained.

Best Fight 
In History 


23 Years Ago 


Dean of Southern Sport 
Writers Tells of Great- 
est Battle, When Fitz 
Defeated “Gentleman 
Jim” at Carson City. 


By E. C. Bruffey. : 

Twenty-three years ago today, St. 
Patrick’s day, 1897—and it came on 
a Wednesday, too, the greatest 
anaes prize fight ever 
staged in 
world was pulled 
off at Carson City, 
Nev., the contest- 
ants for the 
heavyweight 
championship be- 
ing Jim Corbett, 
the title holder, 
and Bob Fitzsim- 
mons, then mid- 
dleweight cham- 
pion and aspirant 
for Corbett’s 
leadership in the 
pugilistic game. 

Never was a 
mettie Vike, it 
waged by heavy- 
: weights and in all 
probability never again will its re- 
Plica®° be shown %n the ring. 

Kor fourteen rounds the two most 
scientific, Most perfectly trained 
boxers who ever donned a glove 
battled “with each other for. the 
crown of heavyweight class without 
a knock-down or the semblance of 
one, up to the middle of the last 
round, when Fitzsimmons made the 
solar plexus historic and Corbett 
went down for the count by George 
Siler, the greatest of all referees. 

From start to finish it was’ the 
most perfect sparring match ever 
staged in the roped arena, It was 
just that kind of battle that would 
kill the game, for there was not 
enough real landing done to have 
Pleased the average ring follower. 
But for all that, those who went to 
Carson City to see gore and bruised 
and blackened flesh were carried off 
their feet by the great exposition of 
the manly art, as was shown by 
the reception given cither man as 
he parried what looked like a 
knockout, when the lead came from 
the other side. True, there was 
plenty of blood in evidence in the 
fifth, sixth, ninth and tenth rounds 
and even afterward, but it was all 
Fitzsimmons blood. Corbett, com- 
ing from the ring a defeated man, 
was as markless as he was when 
he came to the center for Siler’s 
instructions just before the mill be- 
gan. 

The Battle Was a Grudge Aféair. 

A bitter feeling of hatred between 
the two men was carried into the 
fight by both and each was more 
than anxious to smash his opponent 
to earth quick and hard. If ever 
two men faced each other with ven- 
geance in thet hearts, they were 
Corbett and Fitzsimmons that day 
at Carson City. The feeling was of 
long standing and of the bitterest 
kind and every follower of the 
game knew there would be no lost 
motion in the fight, once the two 
men were brought together. Just 
where and how it started, no one 
seems to know, but the probabili- 
ties are that it had its inception in 
New Orleans on the night Fitz- 
simmons wrested the middleweight 
championship from Jack Dempsey, 
the Nonpareil, in.January, 1891, the 
year before Corbett became heavy- 
weight champion by defeating John 
L. On the night of that fight, Cor- 
bett saw Fitzsimmons working for 
the first time and, the master boxer 
he was, convinced/him that Demp- 
sev’s conqueror would stand watch- 
ing. True, Fitz was only a middle- 
weight, while Corbett was in the 
heavy class and at that time a 
match between the two would have 
been laughed out of court. But Cor- 
war's wise head worked wisely that 
night and his watchfulness at the 
ringside satisfied him that the Cor- 
nishman was some mixer and some 
master of ring science himself—and 
that he would bear watching. Then 
almost before Corbett had beaten 
Charley Mitchell, the great English 
fighter, down at Jacksonville in 
January, °’94, Fitz was after the 
heavyweight champion for a turn, 
but Corbett was coining money on 
the road and wisely and rightly i:- 
nored the defies hurled at him. 
Finally so warm did the challenges 
come that CDrbett was compelled to 
make answer and this he did by 
asserting that he and Fitz were not 
in the same class. 

“Let that middleweight champion 
show that he is in the heavyweight 
class by meeting some one in that 
class.” said Corbett. “Then it will 
be time for him to talk.” 

Fitz and his friends, and he had 
thousands of them, came right back 
by asking for the heavyweight. Dan 
Creedon,. one of the most perfect 
specimens of man I have ever seen, 
was pushed forward. Creedon and 
Corbett had been friends and there 
were many people who thought that 
Creedon would have no trouble in 
stopping litz’s talk. But when they 
met in September, ’94, the lanky 
blacksmith laid the mighty Creedon 
low in the second round with one 
of his famous uppercuts. Still Cor- 
bett repeated his “show yourself in 
the heavyweight class” when I itz 
came at him again. Again Fitz took 
Corbett’s advice and in February, 
'96, did the trick for Peter Maher 
in one round at Langtry, Texas. 
Then, again, Fitz started after Cor- 
bett and he Kept that starting up 
until the match was arranged 
Carson City by Dan Stewart, a 
Texas promoter like Tex Rickard. 
Like Rickard, Stewart built a mam- 
moth stadium for the fight and like 
Rickard, he didn’t make any money. 

The Fizht Day Was Ideal.
